The Negro's apartment was set 
afire and some of his furniture de- 
stroyed. 


Police Chief Erwin Konovsky was 


convicted on two counts, violating 
the federal rights statute and con- 
spiracy. He faces a possible maxi- 
mum sentence of two years in pris- 
on and a $2,000 fine. 


The ,two policemen, Sgt. Roland 


Brami and Frank A. Lange, were 
convicted of violating the statute 
and face a possible maximum pun- 
ishment of one year in prison and 
$1,000 fine each. 


Village Attorney Nicholas Berkos 


faces a similar punishment on his 
conviction of conspiracy. He was 
acquitted on an indictment charg- 
ing violation of the statute. 


The defendants had been ac- 


cused of depriving Harvey 
E. 


Clark jr.. 29 year old Negro bus 
driver, of his civil rights by failing 
to keep crowds from interfering 
with his efforts to move into the 
apartment he had rented. 


Third Acquitted

of violating the civil rights statute. 


Two Cicero town officials, Presi-

There is a wry date on the world's calender, this month— 


the beginning of the third year of the Korean war. ' 
Barring a resumption of large-scale fighting or a sud- 


den and successful conclusion of the truce talks, the end ot 
the second year of the conflict will find both sides roughly 
where they were when it started, June 25, 1950—astride the 
38th parallel.

They have been virtually stalemated for nearly a year, 


through 11 months of almost ceaseless talks about a cease- 
fire agreement.

Both sides now are incomparably stronger than they 


were at the outset of the war. But the dismaying fact is that 
in the last year, despite day-and-night hammering by Allied 
E 


lanes the enemy has doubled his troops along the front 
rom 500,000 men to 1,000,000. He has 600 tanks and arm- 
ored guns ready, more than twice the number he had in 1950. 
His artillery is also greater. His airpower has doubled or 
trebled . 
The Allies virtually destroyed the first enemy—the 


North Korean army. Their main foe. now is the Chinese 
Reds, armed with many of the latest and best weapons made 
bv Soviet Russia, which remains serenely out of the battle.

Both Congress and the nation, weary of Russia's war of 


Serves, backed President Truman's decision to go into Korea. 


It looked at the start as only a job for the regular army 


—an Oriental grassfire that could quickly be stamped out. 
But today most of the Americans in uniform in Korea are 
civilians, called to duty. Month by month the war has 
touched more and more American families. 


There is a great'unrest about this strange twilight, 


faroff struggle that goes on and on and has cost this nation 
alone some 109,000 casualties. Americans aren't used to 
seeing themselves in the plight of a man who has got his 
hand stuck in flypaper and can't paw it off.

Some critics of United Nations policy believe the Allies 


should mass more men and weapons and smash through the 
Chinese Reds to the Yalu river. 


That probably could be done, at the price of heavy cas- 


ualties. But the dilemma of the top command is this: Would 
that end the Korean war, or only precipitate the third world 
war? The Yalu river also borders Siberia. Russia has gone 
to extreme lengths to keep satellite states between her and 
any possible enemy. Would she stand idly by while a great 
foreign land army came, to the red raw nerve of her Siberian 
frontier? Or would she throw her own Siberian army into 
action and perhaps simultaneously march into Europe?

It is this possibility that holds us in deadlock in Korea. 
But meanwhile the forces of the free world are building. 


There also remains one diplomatic avenue that hasn't been 
publicly explored. As time goes on, will Red China be content 
^o remain a catspaw of Russia? Tito wasn't. Can a way be 
found to drive a wedge between the endless manpower of 
China and the mushsrooming industrial might of Russia? 


The allied diplomat who can succeed in doing that might 


save a million lives on the battlefield. 


But the disheartening certainty is that of now, after 


nearly two years of accordion-like warfare, we do not know 
whether we have made of Korea a bulwark of future peace 
or only the laboratory for a more'terrible third world war.

"I contend," the letter continues, 


"that when your partner has to 
strip his hand to go down, when 
the opponents have three or four 
long sequences on the table and 
your side can't get started, or when 
your opponents get control of the 
discard pile—you should make a 
dash for out. 


"Under w h a t other circum- 


stances should you run?" 


In general, you should run for 


the barn whenever you think that 
prolonging the hand will permit the 
opponents to benefit more than 
your side does. If you have the ad- 
vantage, keep the hand alive; if 
the enemy have the advantage, try 
to meld out quickly. 


It may take a bit of thinking to 


see which side has the advantage, 
but the signs are usually very 
clear. My correspondent has listed 
a few of them. 


•If your partner has to use a large 


number of cards to make the initial 
meld from his hand, it is usually a 
sign that he is giving up the dis- 
card pile to the enemy. He wants 
to get out from under; and it will 
do you no good to tug one way 
when he is obviously tugging the 
other way. 


This is not invariably true, how- 


ever. If your partner puts down 
one or two sequences as part of 
his initial meld, he may be sug- 
gesting that there are good chances 
of turning them into completed 
sambas. 


In such a situation you can 


judge by noticing how many cards 
your partner has left in his hand; 
and you can estimate the probabil- 
ity that he has cards that will be 
useful in those sambas by remem- 
bering his previous discards. 


Another important time to run is 


when the opponents are more skill- 
ful players than you and your part 
ner. For example, suppose you 
happen to draw the worst player in 
the game as your partner. 


It's foolish to go out {or big win- 


nings with a partner who may 
make a fatal blunder at any 'mo- 
ment. Try for small winnings or 
small losses by going for a fast out 
on every hand. 


Is it fair to your partner to meld 


out quickly in this way? It's your 
best chance to win, and your parl 
ner would rather win than lose. 
When your partner has gained 
more experience, you will be more 
adventurous; but caution is better 
until he has improved his game.

Admiral Standley Has Seen the Light; Claim* Roosevelt 


and Truman Fostered Russian Menace

SAN DIEGO, Calif.—Admiral William H. Standley, whose expert- 


nces as our ambassador in Moscow have been sketchily related here 
these last few days, is one old Democrat who now sees the Russian 
menace to our country which was recklessly fostered by the Roose- 
velt-Truman regime. He did not appreciate the danger then but he 
is now doing his best to redeem the situation by revealing informa- 
tion showing the quality of the Roosevelt government's dealings with 
Moscow. He is 80 years old and, although he is not physically feeble, 


still politics is out of his line and the most he can 
do is make a few speeches, most of them to small 
audiences, usually of Republicans. 
He just wants 


his information to be effective and to be effective 
it must be presented to the public before election 
day and, preferably, before the conventions. I have 
read most of the manuscript of his memoirs, writ- 
ten not for profit as Eisenhower's were, but for 
the public knowledge, and I believe that with a lit- 
tle professional revision, which is necessary in most 
such cases, it would make a book of historic value.

lfiy l*"s us that an agent of the American Red 


Cross, a man named Hubbel, was sent to Moscow with him to try to 
solve the mytery of the disappearance of American Red Cross sup- 
plies. The Russians would never account for anything and the am- 
bassador believed they were using American Red Crsos and American 
relief supplies for their armies. Mr. Hubbel ^wanted to give the Rus- 
sians three fine ambulances, completely equipped. Standley said he 
wouldn't approve any more gifts until they permitted American agents 
to witness the issue of the stuff to the recipients. Mr. Hubbel soon 
learned his lesson and the offer of the three ambulances never was 
made. 


It may be remembered that Norman Davis, a sort of house-pet 


of the Roosevelt family, had been made president of the American 
Red Cross, a $25.000 job which had become a patronage position for 
the first time. Davis had been a roving ambassador for some time 
and he was typical of the character of the Roosevelt appointees. 
Roosevelt preferred men whom he could patronize, men who needed 
his genteel largess, bestowed at no cost to himself, however. 


"An important act in the Red Cross play and also a lesson to the 


Russians was the visit to the Soviet union and the circumstances sur- 
rounding it, of Arthur Sulzberger, owner and editor of the New. York 
times." the admiral's story says. "A message was received from 
President Roosevelt which read as follows: 'Mr. Arthur Sulzberger 
of the New York Times is a director of the International Red Cross. 
He desires to visit the Soviet union in the interest of the society. 
It is requested that you obtain the necessary permission and visas'." 


Roy W. Howard of the Scripps- 


Howard papers, an old-time work- 
ing reporter with a brilliant rec- 
ord of exclusive interviews with 
Lloyd George, Stalin, and Hitler 
and an audience with the Japan- 
ese emperor, who was then re- 
garded by his subjects as a divine 
person, had applied for permission 
to go to some of the fronts. Roose- 
velt turned him down on the 
ground that he was not a reporter 
but a publisher and was well 
served by the reporters he had in 
the field. 
Joseph Medill Patter- 


son, 
publisher of the New York 


News, got the same 
brush-off. 


But Howard later received an in- 
timation that if he would latch on 
as a Red Cross 
Man he could 


make it. Howard declined. How- 
ard and Patterson were on the 
outs with Roosevelt. Sulzberger's 
Times remained friendly and was 
to support him for his fourth term. 


Admiral Standley writes that he 


took up the request for a visa for 
Sulzberger with the foreign office 
and was told that Stalin wanted to 
know whether Sulzberger was com- 
ing to Russia solely in the inter- 
ests of the Red Cross. 


"Or," the admiral writes, "was 


he coming as an editor and news- 
paper man? 
I promptly replied 


that President 
Roosevelt's mes- 


sage stated that he was coming 
as a representative of the Inter- 
national Red Cross and that I 
was sure he was not coming as 
a newspaper man. This did not 
satisfy 
Stalin who came back 


promptly with a request that I 
get this assurance from Roosevelt, 
himself. This was promptly forth- 
coming and just as promptly were 


the permission granted and visas 
issued." 


Standley invited Sulzberger to be 


his guest at the embassy and Sulz- 
bereer, in accepting, asked wheth- 
er Standley could also accommo- 
date his secretary. He could. 


"Rather Ao my astonishment in 


view of the messages previously 
referred to, when Sulzberger's sec- 
retary appeared, he was no other 
than 
Mr. Jimmy Reston, 
the 


New York Times' most experi- 
enced reporter," the admiral's 
story reads. "The matter was 
never referred to again but I felt 
sure the Russians considered that 
they had been duped 
interesting coincidence 


. By an 
Mr. Cy 


Sulzberger, a New York Times re- 
porter assigned to the Middle East, 
was in Moscow at the time and 
frequently, with Reston, the three 
of them went into a. huddle. So. 
in addition to the Red Cross and 
the American embassy, Mr. Sulz- 
berger had his own lines of com- 
munication and information . . . 


"When I returned home. Presi- 


dent Roosevelt told me that when 
Sulzberger, imbued with the gen- 
eral desire of newspaper men to 
see behind the iron curtain, re- 
quested authority to go to Rus- 
sia, the president replied, 'Arthur, 
if I ask for authority for you to 
go to Moscow every newspaper 
man in the country will also want 
to go. I couldn't stand the pres- 
sure. But you are a director of 
the International Red Cross. Why 
don't you ask to go in that ca- 
pacity?' and Mr. Sulzberger re- 
plied that his desire was to go to 
Russia In any capacity and so he 
came as a director of the Red 
Cross."

Carried by Animals 


A letter from Mrs. R. H. raises 


a point. She says that her eight- 
year-old daughter has been found 
to have intestinal worms and won- 
ders whether the young 
tomcat 


they have could be responsible. 


"I do not believe my daughter 


got her worms from the cat," Mrs. 
H. says, ."but when she is home 
she is forever carrying him around 
and kissing him. Can he re-infect 
her, or am I worrying needlesly?" 


This raises the interesting ques- 


tion as to what diseases, if any, 
can be spread by household pets. 
So far as cats are concerned, it is 
known that various kinds of ring- 
worm can be contracted 
from 


these animals, 
and It is 
also 


known that one investigator found 
37 kinds of worms in cats, a num- 
ber of which are able to infect 
human beings. 


This shows that it is possible 


for a youngster to become infest- 
ed with worms and certainly the 
practice of kissing 
or nuzzling 


these animals increases the dan- 
ger. 


Another disease which cats can 


occasionally transmit 
to human 


beings is known as cat-scratch dis- 
ease, or cat-scratch fever. 


Rabies, or hydrophobia, 
has 


been found occasionally In cats, 
and a cat stricken with this dis- 
ease is a serous menace to'human 
beings. Tuberculosis is not com- 
mon among; cats, and there ap- 
pear* to have been few cases of 
human tuberculosis contracted in 
this manner.

I do not mean to imply that these 
animals are a danger around the 
house, since hundreds of 
thou- 


sands of people have cats as pets 
and never acquire 
any disease 


from them. 


The same kind of' problem ex- 


ists with regard to dogs. 
Dogs 


harbor a great many animal para- 
sites, although only a few of them 
can cause human infection. Oc- 
casionally a dog tapeworm can be 
acquired from dogs by swallowing 
an infected flea. 


Keep Dog* Off Beaches 


A skin condition called creeping 


eruption caused by a small worm 
closely related to hookworm, in- 
fects many dogs. 
It passes di- 


rectly through the skin and ther.e- 
fore dogs should be kept off bath- 
ing beaches where people go bare- 
footed. 


Animals should not be allowed 


to bite or scratch. People should 
not let them lick the face, partic- 
ularly the mouth, and should wash 
,the hands after handling them and 
before eating. 


Kissing animals is unwise. These 


precautions should be followed and 
pets showing signs of 
illness 


should be taken promptly to the 
veterinarian.

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New Method of Collecting Tax 
On Gamblers May Halt Evasion 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The gov- 


ernment means to make it easier 
;or its tax collectors to convict 
*amblers who evade paying the 
f50-a-year occupational tax con- 
jress imposed on them last fall. 


To do it, the Internal Revenue 


Bureau started steps today to re- 
quire numbers operators, 
book- 


makers and other bet-takers to pay 
the tax before they start operating. 
Now, they're required only to pay 
their occupational tax by the 'end 
3f the month that they start in the 
gambling business. 


Changing a tax regulation in- 


volves so much red tape, however, 
that the pay-before-you-go rule for 
jamblers can't be made effective 
before Sept. l. 


No Eeasy Timo 


The bureau has convicted about 


JO gamblers of evading the occupa- 
tional tax since it was imposed 
last November. But it's having no 
easy time trying to enforce that 
law or a companion tax congress 
passed lisa fall to nick gamblers for 
10 per cent of the amount of bets 
they take in. 


For one thing, the bureau asked 


rongress for money to hire 7,000 ad- 
ditional agents and congress re- 


fused, so the bureau is having to 
rely largely on local police for 
tips and evidence 
against 
tax- 


evading gamblers. 


Ruled Invalid 


Also, a federal judge at Philadel- 


phia recently ruled the occupa- 
tional tax was not valid because it 
was "a police measure under the 
guise of a tax law." The supreme 
court would have to agree, how- 
ever, before the bureau could get 
rid of its enforcement headache. 
Other district judges have upheld 
the law's validity. 


Where convictions have been ob- 


tained, sentences have been mod- 
est for the most part. Fines im- 
posed so far range from $25 to S2,- 
000. Judges have given jail sent- 
ences up to a year and a day.' but 
officials said the sentences have 
been suspended in many cases.

In fact, he may have that op- 


portunity today at his news con- 
ference where, fresh out of the 
army, he will have to face some 
nharp political questions for the 
first time. 


Unanswered 


He left uncovered the answer to 


a lot of questions such as his posi- 
tion on compulsory- FEPC and 
health insurance, the Taft-HarUey 
Act, expanded social security, civil 
rights and even foreign policy. 


While he touched briefly on for- 


eign policy, deploring the loss of 
China to the Communists, Eisen- 
hower stayed away from details. 


It may be the Eisenhower strat- 


egy to continue that way until the 
Republican convention meets. 


One thing is certain in politics: 


The less specific a 
candidate is 


the smaller target he provides for 
the opposition and the fewer ene- 
mies he makes. 


"Four Threats" 


Eisenhower divided his talk into 


"four threats which seem to be 
dangerous lapses from the Ameri- 
can way": 


1. Inflation and 
deflation. 
He 


thinks a government should pre- 
vent both. 


2. Excessive taxation. 
He ac- 


knowledged 
that 
under present 


world conditions a "staggering 
federal 
expenditure is inescap- 


able" but thinks waste and extrav- 
agance should be eliminated. 


3. Bureaucracy. 
He promised 


economy in government and warn- 
ed against too much government 
Interference in local affairs. 


4. Disunity. He was particular- 


ly vague in this field, saying, "We, 
Must hold fast to our 
faith and 


Ideals, which are fundamental to 
the free system." 


Nobody, Democrat or 
Republi- 


can, can get mad at him for those 
four themes.

marched into the compound short 
ly before Boatner issued a state- 
ment acknowledging that rations 
have been withheld from 
three 


compounds on separate days. 


He explained that no rations were 


issued on the day troops entered a 
compound to enforce orders. 


"We were taking offensive action 


against them because of their de- 
fiance and illegal actions," Boatner 
said. "In view of this and knowing 
they had stocks of food hoarded it 
would have been manifestly absurd 
for us to provide them'with more 
food." 


Observers said some semblance 


of order seems to be emerging 
from the near-chaos which existed 
when Boatner took over. Yesterday

three raids into prison compounds 
to destroy flags and insulting ban- 
ners raised by the Reds. 


Eventually Boatner plans to split

and beaten to death with tent poles. 
There were 15 executions in his 
compound. 


About 200 anti-Communists still 


are in the compound. Red leaders 
know who they are. 


He was a farmer before the war 


and was a private in the NorOj 
Korean army when captured iV 
October, 3950. He has been a pris- 
oner on Koje since February, 195L 


U. N. officials said he was not 


segregated when prisoners were 
screened because Communist lead- 
ers controlled his compound so 
tightly no screening was per- 
mitted. 
The leaders told camp 


officials all prisoners in the com- 
pound wanted to return to Com* 
munism.

LONDON—(AP) — Queen Eliza- 


beth II took the salute at a tradi- 
tional trooping the color ceremony 
today for the first time in the 
history of the British army. 


The colors honored by royal re- 


view at the pageant, marking the 
official 26th birthday of the yc^g 
monarch, were those of the second 
battalion of the Scots guards. 


Elizabeth, proud and lovely in 


her uniform as colonel in chief of 
the household brigade, rode side- 
saddle from Buckingham palace to 
the parade grounds a few hundred 
yards away. She guided her horse 
around the ranks of the 380 Scots 
guardsmen, saluting the colors a* 
she passed. 


Queen Mother Elizabeth Hd 


Princess Margaret, young sister c< 
Queen Elizabeth, watched 
fronj 


windows overlooking the grounds, 


The Duke of Edinburgh. husban< 


of the queen, saw her off from tht 
palace but took no part in the act- 
ual ceremony. 


Last year the queen, then prin- 


cess Elizabeth, took the salute at 
a trooping the color ceremony on 
behalf of her ailing father, K«g 
George VI. No queen, however, Md 
ever taken the salute in her own 
right as 
colonel-in-chief of the

great grandmother, Queen Victoria, 
who had the longest reign of any 
British ruler, never held this hon- 
orary post. 


The queen turned 26 on April 21 


but, like predecessors on 
the 


throne, picked for the official birth- 
day celebration a time in 
the uncertain British climate 
more likely to be favorable.

NASHVILLE. Tenn. - (AP) — 


Grand ole Opry's current invasion 
of one of New York's fancy night 
spots is a milestone inevitable for 
this booming entertainment fad. 


Some call it folk music. With 


plaintive melody and lament, its 
singers are America's balladcers. 
Others refer to it as country, hill- 
billy, mountain or Western music. 
In essence, it's all the same, be- 
cause it's from the heart. It ex- 
presses human feeling. 


Mecca for folk singers all over 


the country is the Grand Ole Opry 
—radio's Saturday night wingding 
on Nashville station WSM. The pro- 
gram is now in its 27th yea«. It's 


a matter of prestige for the folk 
singers and fiddlers to be on the 
opry on Saturday night. A half- 
hour of the program is on the NBC 
network. The rest of the seven 
hours of opry music goes out on 
WSM's clear -channel which is 
heard as far away as California, 
Mexico and Canada. 


Everyone Comivs 


Each week's live audience in de- 


crepit Ryman auditorium here av- 
erages visitors from 38 states and 
Canada. Reserved seats are sold 
out until late August. There is a 
rush all week long for the general 
admission tickets, and 3,600 peo- 
ple pack into the barnlike build- 
ing for the first hours of the show.

"The Solemn Old Judge" announc- 
ed "The Grand Ole Opry" and put 


on the hillbilly program a name 
that stuck. 


Fame and fortune has come to 


the Opry's "headliners" and a real 
good living to many more. Some 
of them have good farm's here- 
abouts, others fine suburban homes 
(some with swimming pools).

can pluck a guitar, think up a lyric 
that pulls at people's heartstrings., 
then get a musician to set down 
the score and ready your tune for 
market.

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Nation's Big Manufacturing Plants Have Neiv 
Partners — Ifs the V. S. Government, No Less

NEW-YORK—(AP)—The big fel- 


low in the "manufacturing field 
keeps growing right along. But his 
make-up has been changing even 
faster than his size. 


The largest manufacturing com- 


panies are likely to have more 
shareholders nowadays than em- 
ployes—the days of the big individ- 
ual shareholdings are numbered. 


They are likely to pay almost 


3« much in taxes as they do in 
wages and salaries—and four times 
as much In taxes as in dividends. 


And they have anywhere from 


$7,000 to $50,000 in assets for each 
employe. 


List '31 Assets 


The 100 largest manufacturing 


companies — that excludes rail- 
roads, communications, banks in- 
surance companies, retail and serv- 
ice companies—are listed by the 
National City Bank of New York 
on the basis of total 1951 assets af- 
ter deducting reserves for depreci- 
ation. 


They range from Jersey Stand- 


ard Oil with almost five billion dol- 
lars in assets to Crane Co. with 172 
million dollars. They are the top 
among 100,000 manufacturing cor- 
porations and 200,000 manufactur- 
ing plants owned by individuals 
and partnershl- 
in the United 


States. 


These 100 employ 4,200.000 per- 


sons and have 5,400,000* sharehold- 
ers. But it must b« remembered 
that many of the shareholders may 
be duplications—one 
man 
may 


own stock in several of the 100 
corporations. Thirty-one of the 100 
have more than 50,000 registered 
shareholders; and 52 have more 
shareholders than employes. 


916 Million Share* 


The shareholders own a total- 


of 916 million shares, representing 
an equity in the companies of al- 
most 40 billion dollars. 


The average Investment per em- 


ploye is $14,000—ranging from $7,- 
OOo'in the auto industry to $50,000 
in tobacco companies. 


The 100 pay l~Vi billion in wages, 


salaries and such labor benefits 


as pensions, insurance and paid 
vacations. This averages $4,100 a 
year per employe. 


The bank also looks into the 


balance sheets of these top 100. 
Their total assets top 60 billion dol- 
ars—25 billion for land, plant and 
equipment, and 35 billion for cash, 
securities, inventories and receiv- 
ables. 


Their sales and other receipts 


last year totaled more than 78 bil- 
lion dollars. Costs ate up 93.1 per 
cent of that, leaving less than 5V-j 
billion as net income after taxes, 
or 6.9 per cent of sales. 


Thii income was divided up al- 


most evenly between dividends and 
reinvestments in the business. 


Taxed Exceed Profits 


But federal income and excess 


profits taxes totalled almost seven 
billion dollars, and other federal, 
state, local, and foreign taxes add- 
ed more than four billion dollars 
for a total of around 11 billion. 


The bank philosophizes on what 


these balance sheets of the big 
fellows show, as follows: 


"The figures show how there is 


no inherent conflict, but instead a 
close partnership relation-between 
the interests of employes 
and 


shareholders, with some 
people 


supplying the brains and labor, and 
others the tools and capital. Each 
group is necessary to the other. 


"In addition, the reports for 1951 


show the rapid ascendancy of a 
third 'partner' in business—govern- 
ment—which although contributing 
neither capital nor labor now takes 
a Lion's share of the profits." 


Rain Tips Bucket 


NEW-YORK — (AP) — Every 


time it rains a .little gadget called 
a tipping bucket goes into action 
on the roof of the U.S. Weather 
Bureau, 32 floors above the Bat- 
tery, to record the amount of New 
York's rainfall. 


The tipping bucket is like a see- 


saw. Whenever .01 inch of rain 
gathers'in the scoop that is up, it 
tips, emptying the water and bring- 
ing up the scoop at the other end.

Try for Perfect Angel Cake 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 


NEA Food and Markets Editor 
Every woman dreams of making 


a perfect angel cake. This recipe 
may be an answer to that prayer. 


Angel Food Caku Supreme 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees P. 


(quick moderate). Have egg whites 
at room temperature. Sift an am- 
ple amount of cake flour onto a 
square of paper. 


Step 1—Measure and sift togeth- 


er three times: l cup sifted cake 
flour, % cup (?4 cup plus 2 table- 
spoons) sugar. 


Step 2—Measure into large mix- 


ing bowl: v/z xups egg whites 
(about 12 whites), i'i-- teaspoons 
cream of tartar, \i teaspoon salt, 
I'/i teaspoons vanilla, Vi teaspoon 
almond • extract. Beat with wire 
whip until foamy throughout. Grad- 
ually add (2 tablespoons at a 
time) ?i cup sugar. 


Beat about 10 seconds after each 


addition. Continue beating after the 
last addition until meringue is firm 
and holds stiff, straight peaks when 
wire whip is gently lifted out of 
meringue. (This requires consider- 
able beating.) 


Step 3—Place flour-sugar mix- 


ture in sifter and sift about 3 table- 
spoons over the entire surface Of 
meringue. Fold gently with wire 
whip or rubber scraper until flour- 


sugar mixture disappears, using 
about 8 to 10 complete folding 
strokes and turning the bowl a 
quarter of a turn with each stroke. 
Repeat this folding process until all 
of the flour and sugar, is folded in. 
Then scrape down the sides of the 
bowl with a rubber scraper and 
fold 8 to 10 more strokes, or until 
mixture is completely blended. 
This mixture will be very thick. 


Carefully, with a rubber scraper, 


push the batter into ungreaseU 
tube pan, 10x4-lnch. Lift the last 
portion lightly from the bowl into 
the pan, being careful not to stir 
it. Carefully cut through the bat- 
ter going around the tube 5 or 6 
times with a knife or steel spatula 
to break large air bubbles. Be sure 
to even up batter so it is level anu 
touches sides of the pan. 


Bake 30 to 35 minutes in quick 


moderate oven (375 degrees K.) or 
until top springs back when lightly 
touched. Deep cracks in the top 
are typical of this cake. Immedi- 
ately turn pan upside down, placing 
tube part 'over neck of funnel or 
bottle. Let cake hang in pan until 
cold. 


To remove cake, loosen from 


sides and tube with a spatula close 
against pan. Turn pan over and hit 
edge sharply on table to loosen. 


Steel Strike Comes at Critical 
Time; May Upset U. S. Economy 


BY SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK—June 3— (AP)—The 


steel strike comes at a 
critical 


time—both in the civilian economy 
and the defense program. 


The civilian economy is fairly 


balanced between the forces of 
inflation and deflation, with busi- 
nessmen and economists{falike di- 
vided as to which way it's likely to 
tilt. A long steel strike could be a 
big factor in deciding. 


The defense program has been 


reported—both by industrialists and 
by the military—as lagging behind 
schedule (and behind Russian mili- 
tary production). 


On Threshold 


The American armament pro- 


gram is now on the threshold of 
what has been billed as its big step 
forward—tooling nearly done and 
volume production in the offing. 
But only 'if steel is available. 


That is why the government im- 


mediately froze all steel stocks to 
end sales for civilian use. 


Steelmen feel that the civilian 


industries have steel inventories 
high enough to get by for two or 
three weeks. After 
that, if the 


strike continues, plant shutdowns 
and workers layoffs might become 
fairly widespread. Right at the 
start layoffs in the coal mines and 
on the railroads are in the cars. 


Supply Better 


The steel supply situation is 


much better, however, than it was 
at the start of the year. Production 
in the first four months of this 
year was at an annual rate of 
105',-: million tons, a record. 


At the same time demand for 


steel was easing noticeably. 


Steelmen have been predicting 


that by fall demand and supply 
would be in full balance, and by the 
end of the year supply would ex- 
ceed demand. That time-table will 
now depend, of course, .on the 
length of the strike. 


The healthy size of most com- 


panies' steel inventories is shown 
by the fact that although a steel 
strike has been widely expected, 
there has been no rush to order 
steel to be prepared for it. 


No Shortages 


Consumers aren't likely to run in- 


to shortages at their stores or 
dealers. Most things made of steel 
which civilians buy arc in abund- 
ant supply—in the stores, in the 
warehouses, in the factory store- 
rooms.

Tornado Warning 


JACKSON, Miss. — (AP)— Mis- 


sissippi's highway patrol and the 
Jackson 
Weather Bureau have 


blueprinted a plan for a statewide 
tornado warning network. The na- 
ture of tornadoes makes it impos- 
sible to predict where they will 
strike until the familiar and dread- 
ed black funnel appears, and then 
too often, it is too late. 


George Fish, meteorologist in 


charge of the Jackson Bureau and 
Col. T. B. Birdsong, director of th3 
Mississippi S a f e t y Commission, 
have devised a warning system 
that will use the highway patrol's 
nine radio stations as relay points. 


Highway patrolmen will be in-

NEW YORK —(AP)— The real 


boss of many a business was hon- 
ored Wednesday. That was Secre- 
taries Day. 


The secretary is * rare and 


sought after person in many offices 
where there is a secretarial short- 
age—due in part to the short baby 
crop of the depressed thirties which 


means fewer women in their late 
teens and early twenties now, and 


in part to the lure of other jobs in 
industry and the competition from 
the greatly, expanded government 
payroll. 


The National Secretaries associ- 


ation has already named "Miss 
Best Adjusted Secretary of 1952"— 


Miss Doris Dean. 22, of Plttsficld, 
Mass., a doctor's right-hand gal. 


1'ulN 12,000 .MembcrM 


And it has also polled its 12,000 


members around the country and 
come up with some statistics on 
what an average secretary looks 
like—how her physical attributes 
vary from section to section, and 
how they arc shifting over the 
years. Some of it's fairly surpris- 
ing. 


The mental equipment of secre- 


taries also has been looked into 
jointly by Harvard's department of 
social relations and the Sound- 


scribcr corp. They report: The 
ideal one is a "happy, 
efficient 


young woman who has successful- 
ly shortened the psychological dis- 
tance between herself and her 
boss." 


Johns Hopkins has made a fair- 


ly odious comparison between the 
mental stature of women and men 
and reports that women can do 
more mental work than men in a 
given time and do it more accur- 
ately. To which the chairman of 
the 
National Secretaries 
Week 


council, C. King Woodbridge, presi- 
detn of Dictaphone Corp., adds: 


"Secretaries of today are con- 


sidered more intelligent than those 


Of 1902." 


The association's poll is quoted 


by Woodbridge as showing Ihe 
average secretary is now five feet 
four and a. half, against five feet 
three at the turn of the century: 
her shoes are closer to 7B than the 
4B of yesteryear; and she has a 
life expectancy at birth of 60 years, 
or 18 more than 50 years ago. 


The U.S. census bureau notes 


that there's a greater percentage 
of married women now than in 
1940, and that today's bride is 


usually several years younger than 
brides of pre-war days. And, like 
other women, secretaries 
marry 


younger these days, too. 


But the really fascinating statis- 


tics from that poll are those back- 
ed up by the research files of the 
Corset and Brassiere association. 
According to these records: 


Hips Wider In Went 


West Coast secretaries have the 


widest hips—two inches wider than 
the national average. New York 
secretaries have the narrowest— 
but the most generous bust meas- 
urements. Texas secretaries, on 


average, are the longest waiited— 
about an inch and half longer than 
the nation as a whole. 


Some in the industry predict that 


the way things are going, by the 
year 2000 AD the average secretary 
will be an inch and a half taller 
than now, weigh three pounds 
more and be slightly larger in all 
directions. 


As for Secretaries Day, Wood- 


bridge insists it isn't a commercial 
idea. But if you see some ads nug- 
gesting a gift for the gal, maybe 
it'll seem just like Mother's Day 
or Father's Day—strictly senti- 
mental.

Youngman is known along Broad- 
way as a man so funny that evt-a 
other comedians laugh at him. 


This is rare, indeed, as most 


comedians regard "each other in 
terms 
of larceny 
rather than 


laughter. 


But this "comic's comic" is dif- 


ferent from most of the breed, who 
are given to private melancholy 
He not only has spent his life 
making fun. Fun is his life. 


Top Entertainer 


Henny, now 46, is one of the na- 


tion's top night club entertainers. 
Some connoisseurs of the industry 
say he is the equal of Groucho 
Marx, Fred Allen, Bob Hope or 
Milton Berle. He is often a guest 
star on other shows, but has never 
had a national television show of 
his own.

Comedians stuck for a sure-fire 


fast line or a quip often come to 
Youngman for help. And he always 
has one handy—or makes up one 
on the spot. He is a walking file 
case of thousands of jokes, old, 
middleaged, and new ones ready to 
be born. 


The curse of Henny, whose habi- 


tat is Times Square and who lopes 
around it like a polar bear in a 
brown coat, is that he gives awa^ 
jokes as fast as he can think them 
up. 


"Just a minute," he says, stop- 


ping a friend, and begins throwing 
a jest a second. All free. 


He Can't Quit 


Ad libbing is so natural with him 


he can't quit. Naturally he likes to 
get paid. But he has been known 
to waste $10,000 worth of fresh ma- 
terial ad libbing while at liberty 
with a few cronies around a restau-; 
rant table. 


One week he mailed out dollar 


bills with a sign saying, "hold on 
to this green piece of paper. It 
may be worth a dollar someday." 


To be a professional comic to- 


day, Henny says, you have "to 
have nerve and gall, a great mem- 
ory, and the ability to take stock 
jokes and give them a twist that 
makes them sound alive. You hav« 
to be equipped to joke on any sub- 
ject." 


Just to test Kenny's own stacca- 


co wit, I asked him. to make a 
joke about wives. I should have 
known better. Without even a 
pause Henny began rattling: 


Here Are Samples 


"Now, you take my wife—and 


there's an offer. 


"My wife cost me a fortune. Sh« 


went into a department store, 
broke her leg—and what happened?. 
They gift-wrapped it. 


"My wife talks so much that 


when I got back from Miami her 
tongue was sunburned." 


Henny halted, 
looked at his 


watch, and said he was late for a 
rehearsal of the Milton Berle show. 
As he left, he was still muttering 
rapid-fire patter: 


"My wife read it was good to 


wash her hair in beer. She tried 
it. It didn't do her hair any good, , 
but now she has the happiest dan- 
druff in town. 


"Ya got enough?"
